Steele Messrs Davidson and Steel were 
identified with Mr. Clark’s campaign, 
Mr Davidson being one of a committee 
of three having the matter especially in 
charge. He said he had spent $12,000 in the 
legislative campaign, and $5,000 in try- 
ing to influence the legislators for Mr. 
Ciark. The expenditure, he declared, 
was all legitimate, 

Mr, Davidson said he had not been re- 
quired to make an accounting of his 
management in the campaign to anyone. 
He had not kept either the checks used 
in the campaign or his stub book, having 
burned them after the campaign closed. 

“We are in the habit, in our country,” 
he said, ‘‘of destroying all such -things 
atter a campaign. We consider it all 
over and look tor no kicks.” 

He had paid most of the money to tite 
chairman of the county commissioners 
of the counties in his district. 

Governor Hauser’s testimony related 
mostly to the use of money in Montana 
politics. He claimed to have been in- 
Strumental in getting Mr. Clark to enter 
the senatorial race, saying Mr. Clark 
had been leath to do so because of the 
experse. Mr, Hauser had assured him 
that the primaries would not cost to ex- 
ceed $30,000 or $40,000, and after the cam- 
paign for the senate the cost would not 
go beyond $50,000 or $60,000.

Governor and Lieutenant Governor 
Are Not Affected. 


ATTORNEYS FOR REPUBLICANS AT WORK 


United States Court Will Pass Upon 
the Validity of the Kentucky 
Election Laws. 


Cincinnati, February 8.—Judge William 
H. Taft. who hag just been appointed 
as president of the Philippine commis- 
sion, today gave notice to counsel that 


arguments on the: petition of the state 
officers of Kentucky other than; governor 
and lievtenant governor for a restraining 
order against the three members of the 
Kentucky state board of election.commis- 
sioners and the contestants for state of- 
fices other than those of governor and 
lieutenant governor., ‘whe legislature in 
Kentucky hears and decides contests for 
governor and lieutenant governor and con- 
tests for other state officers come before 
the state board of election commissioners, 
sitting aS a contest. board and in which 
said board has final. jurisdiction. This 
present state board of election commls- 
sioners and the democratic contestants 
for minor state offices is therefore not one 
affecting Governor Taylor and Lieutenant 
Governor Marshall,: and will not conflict 
with the conferences for an agreement 
that were begun at Louisville last Monaay 
and which are still in progress at that 
city and Frankfort. 

As the petitiog prays that the incumb- 
ents of these minor state offices shail 
not be interfered with in the discharge 
of their duties, it is readily seen that 
the republican secretary, of state might 
not attest the prominence of Governor 
Beckham and that there-might be some 
dispute as to the use of the seal of the 
commonwealth. It':is also pointed out 
by those in the lobbies who are comment- 
ing on the application of the suit that 
the state auditor would indorse and the 
state treasurer pay ‘out funds for the 
maintenance of the militia under the 
command of Genera} Coilier, ete, 

There is no end to the applications in 
practice under the injunction, according 
to the comment of those who accompany 
the attorneys, but the attorneys them- 
selves refuse to say anything. 

Former Gcvernor ‘Bradley and Mr. 
Sweeney, of Lebanon, Ky., arrived in the 
city early this morning and were soon 
joined by a large number of others from 
Kentucky. W. H. Mackoy, a prominent 
attorney, whose office is in Cincinnati, 
and whose residence is in Covington, Ky., 
was called in as associate counsel, When 
Ellis and Pryor. resigned after issuing 
certificates of election to.the republican 
candidates on the state ticket, the third 
member. of the state board of election 
commissioners,. oMne..Peypte,; appointed 
Judge Pulton and) Mortet, ds -Fents. as 
his colleagues and: these commissioners 
are in session now et Frankfort and the 
injunction seeks td restrain thenr from 
seating the democpatic contestees, After 
the resignations of Ellis and Pryor, Gov- 
ernor Taylor appointed Cochran and Mac- 
koy as the successors of: Ellis and Pryor 
to serve with Poyntz, 

Attorney Mackoy, who has been work- 
ing all day with ex-Governor Bradley, 
Mr. Sweeney and others in, drafting the 
petitions, was a member of state board 
of election commissioners, under appoint- 
ment by Governor Taylor unti] that board 
was declared illegal by the Kentucky 
counts. 

Bradley and Mackoy were the only ones 
of counsel who called on Judge Taft 
about noon. After a conference of less 
than an hotir. the judge announced that 
he would hear arguments on the petition 
on Monday, February 12th, at 2 p. m., 
and that the defendants, and ‘their counsel 
be furnished with copies of petitions in 
the meantime. <Al}] sorts of false reports 
were circulated and published in evening 
papers after these attorneys left the fed- 
eral building and proceeded to work on 
the petition at the Grand hotel. Among 
the false reports was one that Judge 
Taft had refused them a hearing. The 
judge and attorneys both state that they 
did not present any petition and did not 
do anything except to ask when they 
could have a hearing. There were many 
dispatches during the afternoon and even- 
ing between Louisville, Frankfort and 
London, Ky., and. this city, but those 
who were waiting around the lobbies of 
the hotel seem to do most of the tele- 
graphing after eonsulting Mr. Sweeney. 
Former Governor Bradley refused even 
to be seen. He stated to the newspaper 
men that he regretted that he must be 
so abrupt, but that he was so busy he 
was compelled to: be abrupt. 

Augustus E. Willson, of Louisville, and 
other attorneys from Kentucky, joined 
the counsel early in the evening and 
after a conference it Was announced 
that the petition would not be given to 
the vress in advance of its filing with the 
court. Some of the attorneys announced 
that they realized that its publication 
would be advisable under the circum- 
stances, but that in courtesy to the court 
is would not be made public until next 
Monday at 2 p. m.

Some of the attorneys engaged 
in preparing the petition for an injunc- 
tion are said to have been in the confer- 
ence for a settlement between Taylor and 
Beckham, but they insist that their en- 
gagement in this suit has no connection 
whatever with any political conferences 
at which they may have been present.

A better rule would tell us to utter noth- 
ing of the dead save that which is true. 
He whom we bury here today could well 
afford to thave applied th’s latter ruie. 
Faults, I doubt not that he had, If not, 
he would not i aman, But his 
sife and character#inade up a man in 
whom his people and his country found 
just cause of pride. I knew him well and 
the closer and more intimate that ac- 
quaintance became, the more I admired 
and trusted and toved him. Possessed 
of splendid natural endowments developed 
by patient study and unremitting labor, 
persistent in the prosecution of his every 
purpose, loyal to every duty and demand 
ef friendship, with iron nerve and un-

“The calcium light turned on hiin for 
years of public service disclosed no flaws, 
but only brought cut clearer his incor- 
ruptible integrity.

COCKRELL ON FINANCIAL BILL.

Discussion on the Measure 
Senate Yesterday. 

Washington, February 8.—Almost imme- 
diately after the senate convened today 
discussion of the financial measure was 
resumed. Mr. Allen, of Nebraska, con- 
cluded his speech, charging the republl- 
can party with breaking faith with the 
people on bimetallism. Mr. Cockrell, of 
Missouri, analyzed the financial bill. 

A house bill was passed granting the 
New Orleans levee. board authority to 
move the existing lines in front of the 
United States marine hospital in New 
Orleans. 

Mr, Alien “then spoke. He said that 
notwithstanding -the promises made by 
the republican party and the. fact that 
it had a majority in both branches of 
congress, it ha@ not done by legislation 
or otherwise one thing to restore silver 
to its former position as standard money. 
In. the closing hours of the century 4 
great political party had been guilty of 
false pretenses and gross fraud of ob- 
taining the votes of the people. He de- 
clared that while the bimetallic commis- 
sion sent abroad had acted in good faith, 
he had no doubt that its efforts were 
systematically discredited by the admin- 
istration at home. , 

Mr. Cockrell followed. Referring to the 
proposition in the house bill to fix the 
standard in gold he declared: 

“Such unqualified, unblushing repudia 
tion of legislative obligations has no. 
been proposed in the history of the coun- 
trv. It was in plain violation of the con- 
stitution which provides that each state 
shall make gold and silver coin 4s legal 
tender, not gold or silver coin.” 

In discussion the senate substitute, Mr. 
Cockrel! asserted that the legal tender 
quality of the standard silver dollar was 
taken away absolutely as to treasury 
notes and the greenbacks. He criticised 
sharply the power vested in the secretary 
of the treasury to issue bonds of the 
lInited States in order to maintain the 


gold reserve or the parity of the several 
kinds of money. He maintained that the 
hill contained the initial move for the 
perpetuation of the nationa] debt. For 
the next thirty years the United States 
would be tied down by a debt of more 
than a billion of dollars with no option 
of extinguishing that debt gnd no pos: 
sibility even at the end of the thirty 
years’ period of paying the debt. In 
conclusion Mr. Cockrel] declared there 
was no justification or extenuation fot 
such a proceeding and that it simply 
placed the fimancia] affairs of the country 
in the hands of the banks, 

The following bills and resolutions were 
passed: 

Authorizing the construction of a rail- 
road bridge across Sores creek, Edge- 
broom county, North Carolina; withdraw- 
ing 120,000 square feet of land in Hono- 
lulu from the public domain for a ceme- 
terv and mausoleum of the royal family 
of Hawali: granting first-class life saving 
medal to Lievtenant F. S. Carter, United 
States navy, for saving two lives at Nor- 
folk.

HAGUE TREATY RATIFICATION. 


Action of United States Senate with 
President’s Signature Necessary. 


Washington, February 8.—There will be | 


an exchange of ratifications of The 
Hague treaty, and owing to the peculiar 
conditions under which the convention 
was prepared all that will be necessary 
for the United States to do to complete 
its adhesion to the arbitration convention 
will be to deposit at The Hague the fina! 
ratification of the United States senate. 
Signed by the president of the United 
States. 

The convention in itself requires that 
it shall be ratified as soon as possible, so 
it is like’y that the president will sign 
the treaty at once and send it to the 
United States minister at The Hague for 
deposit. It is made the business of The 
Hague, authorities upon receipt of such 
ratification to draw up what is known as 
& process verbal, notifying 
party to the treaty of the fact of ratifi- 
cation. That will complete all the for- 
malities necessary on the part of 
United States at this stage. 

Within three months of the ratification 
of the treaty, however, it -will 
the duty of the president to name four 
persons at the most, of known compe- 
tency in questions of international law 
and of the highest mora] reputation, to 
serve as representatives of the United 
States on the permanent board of arbi- 
tration created by § the treaty. These 
persons are to be appointed for a term of 
S1x years, and may be reappointed. 

No provision is made in the treaty for 
compensation, but the state department 
will find means to defray at least the 
necessary expenses. It is probably Mr. 
Newell, our minister to The Hague, will 
be named as one of the members of tne 
permanent administrative council, which 
resident body wiil establisn ana organize 
the internationa} bureau, install the 
court, prescribe regulations therefor and 
employ necessary help. The United 
States will bear its proportionate share 
of the expense of maintaining this in- 
ternational bureau. |

In discussing the power of a city 
to limit a grant once made to a cor- 
poration durings its existence, Judge 
Newman declared that— 


If a municipality grants a right in 
the streets or otherwise, such as that 
when enacted and accepted upon, a bind- 
Ing contract comes into existence between 
the grantee and the municipality, and the 
city by a limited construction of the 
effect of this grant deprives the grantee 
of a part of the rights obtained thereby 
this would seem to be as much an impair- 
ment of its obligation as if the city should 
by express action withdraw part of the 
rights so granted

In 
the experimental] Stage, as for instance 
when street cars were first introdpse; 
into Atlanta, the franting of well- 
guarded franchises was al] right, and 
if the policy of private ownership was 
to be adopted for all time. then the 
right of city and citizen should have 


been so specifically guarded that there | 


could have been no question about it. 
As it is, however, franchises worth mil- 
lions of dollars have been scattered 
with a lavish hand, and the ghost of 
the city’s liberality rises up to annoy 
it in its further distribution of free 
gifts. 

The decision of Judge Newman is op- 
portune in that it draws attention to 
the existing fact, which should induce 
us to further action. The future is 
in our hands, and to that we can give 
direction. We should realize at once 
that there is not a single franchise ex- 
tended which would not have brought 
to the city its value on the auction 
block. We should, therfore, resolve 
upon municipal ownership, in some of 
its phases, by which the city would 
have the benefit of its own franchises. 

It is true that there is now an or- 
dinance by which existing contracts 
will assume a new relation after the 
lapse of a certain number of years, 
but that act can be repealed by any 
city council just as it was passed. There 
is no certainty that it will ever be 
put into force, and we can trust to the 
cohesive power of self-interest to take 
care of itself when the time comes. 


- What we want to do right-now is to: 


6 stock of our resources; to demand 
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henceforth full value for all rights 
sold; an observance of present con- 
tracts, but a steady purpose to secure 
the rights of the city even in regard 
to them whenever possible; and the 
placing of our municipal reservations 
in the city charter, where no chance 
majority in the city council can fritter 
them away without action of the peo- 
ple. To ascertain and codify these 
rights; to determine what obligations 
are outstanding, and how to meet and 
ultimately better them, there should 
be appointed a commission of our best 
men, including able legal membership, 
so that the result reached would be the 
city’s ultimatum for the future. 
“Cities, like individuals, should stand 
out for their full remuneration for 
whatever of value is sought by others, 
Investors do not spend money ina city 
for charity, but because they see that 
there is money to be made there. Cities 
in dealing with them should under- 
Stand this, and demand adequate con- 
sideration. 

In a short while Atlanta will have 
two systems of electric street railways 
in operation; at least it is to be hoped 
that nothing will be done to interefere 
with the plans that have been inau- 
gurateé to that end. To both of these 
companies every facility should be ex- 
tended for reaching every part of the 
city under limitations which wil] pro- 
tect the rights of the city and guaran- 
tee an ultimate full value return to 
the city in compensation for the privi- 
leges so granted. 

A period of twenty-five or thirty 
years is infinitesimal in the life of a 
city, but there should be a definite be- 
ginning point from which the city 
can work to the acquirement of its 
Own streets or to the right of demand- 
ing pay..for their use by others. The 
present city law said to govern this is 
entirely ineffective in that it is uncer- 
tain and indefinite and liable to be re- 
pealed by any council, as it is now be- 
ing modified by piecemeal. The city 
should arrive at an exact understand- 
ing of the limitation of existing char- 
ters, and When this is done the city 
charter should be so amended as to 
prevent any giving away of the right to 
use the streets beyond that time. 
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A Word About Advertising. 

In advertising, as in a great many 
other matters, the homely old saving 
applies that ‘“‘the proof of the pudding 
is in chewing the bag.” The shrewd- 
ness of the saying is not cloaked by 
its humor. Men who seek to increase 
their business of advertising are very 
much interested in discovering the 
medium which pays the best, and in 
consequence, there is a constant in- 
vestigation and discussion going on 
among the agencies which make it 
their business to promote the interests 
of advertisers. 

These agencies are dong their best 
to reduce the business of advertising 
to something of a science, and they 
are making considerable progress; nev- 
ertheless, new elements continue to 
| arise and take the shape of problems. 
Meanwhile advertisers themselves, in 
the heat and fury of their energy and 
enterprise, continue to throw away 
thousands of dollars that might be 
saved. They issue every day millions 
upon millions of circulars, fairly lit- 
tering the face of the earth with leaf- 
lets which nobody reads. 

Nevertheless there is a large body of 
advertisers which is ever on the alert 
for pointers that will help them to an- 
swer for themselves certain really im- 
portant questions, as for instance; 
“Where and how can an advertiser se- 
cure the best returns for the least 
money?’ Given a specialty, what me- 
dium is the best in which to exploit it? 

We are led into these remarks by 
recent development which have fallen 
under our observation. A Philadel- 
phia advertiser, desiring to put on the 
market a cheap specialty, gave to an 
extensively circulated agricultural] jour- 
nal $40 worth of advertising; to a well- 
known and popular literary magazine, 
$50 worth; and to The Constitution 
$2.88. The agricultural journal pro- 
duced sales to the extent of $170; the 
literary magazine brought in $300; and 
The Constitution $200. The advertiser 
makes this announcement through the 
medium of Printer’s Ink.

Give the People Work! 

Talking about the erection of dotton 
factories in Atlanta suggests that in ol 
der to attract population and to male 
tain it we must give the people work: 

The maintenance of a large popula- 
tion calls for every enterprise which 
can be developed, and no matter how 
many high-priced avenues of labor may 
be opened, there still remains the mul- 
titude, incapable of great skill, but 
who are equally in need of work by 
which to make their living. To nes- 
lect the furnishing of work for these 
people is to increase pauperism and = 
ery, while to furnish it 1s to increase 
happiness and to promote thrift. 

The report of the state labor com- 
mission of North Carolina regarding 
cotton mill labor in that state 1S full 
of interest: 

- (The av ge daily w 
ace Seu be $1.10, and of unskilled 66 
,f skilled women 65 cents and of 
of children 31 cents. There 
has beeh no materiol change in wages 
during the past three vears, The num- 
ber of employees is 14,688 men, 15,811 Wo 
men. 2,308 children, total 33,757. The in- 
crease in the number of men during the 
past three years is 50 per cent; and the de- 
erease inthe nuruber of childrenat work 
in the mills is # per cent. Both ithese are 
very satisfactory facts. Of the adults 
83 per cent can read and write and of the 
children 69 ner cent The hours of labor 
vary fiom ten to twelve, but the commis- 
sioner says the average is eleven and one- 
half. 

PPR figures show that an army of 
»0,40¢ people have work, which means 
support and decency which, in the ab- 
Sence.of cotton factories, would have 
Swollen the ranks of the idle and the 
thriftless. Without the incentive of 
work, without the support, even though 
humble, these people would be in a 
vastly different position. It is a mis- 
take to think that these small wage- 
earnings do not add to the welfare of 
the commonweal. 

We have even better evidence of the 
value of cotton factories nearer home 
in the case of Griffin, where 40,000 
spindles in the factories give out work 
to four banks in the city and where 
there are operatives who own real es- 
tate and who loan money to Mr. Kin- 
caid whenever he wants it. One hon- 
est Georgia woman who sought work 
| from him now owns her house and 
| holds her employer’s note for $2,000 in 
cash. The story, as told elsewhere 
by Mr. L. L. Parham, is one which 
furnishes its own comment. It points 
to a development which can line the 
Central.railroad from Macon to At- 
lanta with cotton mills, supporting 
hundreds of thousands of people; and 
creating consumption for all that the 
farmer can raise.

John Redmond, who has recently been 
elected chairman of the united Irish party, 
is one of the foremost orators of parlia- 
ment.

WEALTH MAKING IN GRIFFIN 


- THE RESULT OF COTTON MILLS.§ 


——— 


The New Cotton Milling District Which Is Growing 
Up to Spartanburg and Proposes To Rival 
Even Lancashire Itself. 


§.—(Special.)—

Grifin, Ga, Februery 
Griffin has been dubbed 
town.’ It is well named. 

There are a number of enterprises in 
this city, chief among them being the 
cotton mills. A great surprise awaits the 
stranger visiting Griffin’s mills. First of 
all one sees neat. weatherboarded houses, 
painted, stretching out in long lines around 
the mills, many of which are owned by 
the operatives. The rent of one of these 
cot‘ages is reasonable. DWrected and own- 
ed by “he proprietors of the mills, these 
neat houses reflect credit on them, since 
it is evidence of the interest they take in 
the comfort of their operatives—a some- 
what rare thing. 

One does not often see such pleasant 
surroundings among factory hands. The 
operatives are generally from the sur- 
rour.ding county and their earnings are 
remunerative. They are orderly and gvod 
citizens and are satisfied with their work 
ard receive the best of treatment, 

Have they any ‘money beyond expenses? 

With Money in the Bank. 

Indeed they have. Some of them—sev- 
eral of whom are women—hkeve money out 
at interest earned in those mills. A num- 
ber of the Men not only own their own 
homes, but have built cottages out of 
their earnings for renting, These are 
cold facts. 

These cotton mills are Griftin’s pride. 
They were built with home money. They 
have added several thousand to the pop- 
ulation of the town; merchants reap a 
double harvest; first, from the hands 
who buy their goods, and secondly from 
the larger number of farmers bringing 
thelr produce to town to dispose of it at 
the best prices; and lastly, these mills 
have stimulated other enterprises, nota- 
bly two Knitting mills, the machinery for 
which is on the way—one of the mills be- 
ing projected by sovthern capital, the 
other by New York. There-is also to 
be taken into consideration the banking 
facilities. There are four banks in Grif- 
fin. When the cotton is ready to market 
the banksthave the noney for it, and thus 
accommodate the farmer and the mills, 
should the latier stand in need of it and 
thus it encourages capital. 

Beehives of Industry. 

lt was the pleasure of the writer to 
spend a half day visiting the mills, 
through the courtesy of Captain W. J. 
Kincaid, president of the Kincaid Mills, 
the Griffin Manufacturing Company and 
of che Spalding. The latter is just be- 
ing completed and will be running in 
about six weeks. The first two named 
having been in operation a number of 
yars. Approaching the latter, after a 
few minutes down from town, these large 
brick buildng¢gs loomed up in striking con- 
trast to some factories ene May see in 
Other places. 

Light, ventilation, comfort, are the pre- 
dominating features. And this means

mer and warmth tn winter. Seated or 
standing by every icom was a bright girl 
or woman or boy. Their appearance be- 
tokened content—and conteritment is hap- 
piness. One could rot but note the gen- 
eral buoyancy of the epirits of the opera- 
tives, their clear con plexions and  ealth- 
ful appearance—a marked difference to 
those in the New England mills. 
What They Manufacture. 

In the storerooms thousands of bales 
of goods were found, neatly piled up in 
high-reaching tiers, awaiting the orders 
of the buyers. Of the many kinds of 
goods made a few only are here men- 
tioned: Cloths, for women’s wear, of 
beautiful design, smooth texture, from or- 
dinary to the highest finish; shirtings of 
many designs and colors; toweling, table- 
cloths, spreads, covert cloths, evenly fin- 
ished and of smooth texture; the latter 
made for manufacturers 
treat it to a composition which

These goods 


are cut into patterns, trimmed at th 
bottom and made ready for the one seam 
and a band at the top to be a complete 
petticoat. The many designs of thése 
garments and their cheapness will ai. 
most stagger belief, the factory price be. 
ing $2 per dozen, So very popular are 
they that within a week Mr. Kincaid has 
received orders for nearly 5,000 dozens, 
and it will take till June to make enough 
of them to supply these orders. It wouilg 
require a great dea] of space to mention 
all of the goods made here. Of course 
these gentiernen are adding more ma- 
chinery from time to time tc supplement 
what they have now running at thea full 
limit. 

Spindles and Hands Employed, 

The Griffin “Manufacturing Company 
has 15,500 spindles and 9593 looms with a 
first-class dye house. 
0 hands. 

The Kincaid Manufacturing Company 
has 12,500 spindles and 430 looms, 60 of 
which are the Jacquard looms. Hands 
employed, about 400. 

The Spalding cotton mills will have 50 
spindles and 20 Dobley looms and work 
about 200 hands, and will be increased to 
8,000 spindles and 300 looms this year. 

The ‘Rushton cotton mills will have 5,00 
spindles and 200 sheeting and drill looms, 
with about 150 hands. The two latter 
mills are putting in their machinery and 
by summer will be running. So that, 
summing up, the four cotton factories of 
Griffin will have a total of 40,500 spindles, 
1,423 looms, working in the aggregate 
1,400 hands and with an estimated invest- 
ment of about $1,000 in machinery alone 
for every hand employed. This does not 
include the buildings, which are fine 
brick structures, models in all that con- 
duces to permanency, convenience, light 
and ventilation—in every detail the dest 
that money and experience of old mill 
men could suggest. In addition to these 
mills proper are fire-proof warehouses, 
where cotton is stored at about 1% per 
cent, a great saving, compared with the 
4 per cent charged by warehousemen, 


Wages and Other Things. 


The wages paid the operatives ig above 
the average, some of the more expefi- 
enced women receiving as high as $15 per 
This is, however,@a rare excep- 
tion and is given merely to show what 
can be done. The profits of the mills are 
very good, dividends of sometimes 4 per 
cent being declared. 

When asked what advantages Georgia 
possessed above other gtates, Mr. Kin- 
cald said, substantially: 

“Georgia has all that could be desired 
for the manufacture of cotton goods, be- 
ing right in the midst of it, having plenty 
of water power, good, pure air and cheap 
labor. Here in Griffin,’’ he continued, 
‘‘we have a dry atmosphere, good trans- 
portation rates, freedom from interrup- 
tion by labor agitators and therefore a 
labor that is thrifty and contented and 
well-to-do. Georgia is the greatest state 
in the union for manufacturing and will 
some day rise to the height she is fitted 
for. As for Griffin, it is the coming man- 
ufacturing town in Georgia and the best 
town to live in I Know of.” 

It will be accepted as expert testimony 
by those who know Mr. Kincaid, who, 
when liberated from a northern prison it 
June, 1865, found himself a penniless man, 
and now is counted one of the first men 
of Griffin’in point of wealth, and al] ae 
cumulated largely by his own endeavors 
immediately after the war and his con- 
tinued work in developing the manufac- 
tures of the town. 

The people of Griffin are just beginning 
to see what many of them could not ap- 
preciate at first, namely: the benefit of 
cotton factories to a town. And they 
are clamoring for more manufactories of 
a diversified character. :

IT 1S THE BAD TREATMENT 


That the Ey-Confederate Receives from 
General Otis, 


HE 1S ALWAYS ON FIRING LINE | 


Has Been in Most of the Battles and 
Took Conspicuous Part, but Otis 
Never Mentions Wheeler 
in His Reports to 
, Washington. 


Washineton, February 8&.—(Special. \—A 
letter received from a prominent officer 
who served under General Wheele r in the 
Philippines throws some light on “Fight- 
ing Joe’s’’ sudden decision to return home 
and sever his connections with the mill- 
tary branch of the government. The 
writer, who is thoroughly reliable, con- 
firms the reports received here and the 
opinion so frequently expressed that Gen- 
eral Otis has been successful in his ef- 
forts in depriving General Wheeler of 
any glory whatever in the military oper- 
ations in the Philippines. The officer in 
question not only charges that General 
Otis systematically endeavored to keep 
General Wheeler in the background, but 
through the red robin scheme prevented 
any reports of the operations of Gen- 
eral Wheeler's command from entering 
the states. The letter of the officer fol- 
lows, his name being withheld for pru- 
dential reasors: 

Letters are being received from the 
United States asking why General Otis 
has never mentioned General Wheeler 
in his reports 

A letter from San Francisco addressed 
to an officer here in the Philippines says: 

“T have watched the reports from Ma- 
nila, as I thought such a fine officer 
as General Wheeler would be in the thick 
of the fight, but for some unaccountable 
reason his name is not mentioned. I am 
very much interested in him, as I read 
of him in Cuba in the magazines.” 

Other letters of the same tenor have 
been received. One letter says: 

“A statement has been made that ‘No 
matter what General Wheeler did in the 
Philippines his name would not be men- 


. tioned.’ ”’ 


We believe this has been proven to be 
literally true. 

Last winter General Wheeler applied 
to be sent to the Philippines, and upon 
ihe administration hesitating he brought 
influence to bear, but without avail. He 
was then a major general and would 
have been the rext ranking officer to 
General Otis. Afterwards he accepted a 
brigadier general’s commission and finally 
in July succeeded in getting orders, Af- 
ter ten days’ delay in Manila he suc- 
ceeded in getting command of a brigade. 

It is known that General Wheeler has 
constantly studied the location of the 
enemy’s troops and has repeatedly solicit- 
ed authority to attack them, but every 
such application has. been refused. Not- 
withstanding this, General Wheeler has 
been in a number of engagements, but 
his .service has been entirely ignored or 
the credit given to others. 

Some of Wheeler’s Fights. 

On September 9th General Wheeler had 
a fight with a force of insurgents, in- 
fantry and artillery, commanded by the 
Filipino general, Tcmas Mascardo. This 
fight was at Santa Rita, 

General Otis cabled, an account of the 
fight to Washington, but the published 
report does not mention General Wheel- 
er, but does mention other officers who 
were not in the fight in such a way as 
to convey the impression that the credit 
Was due to them. 

On September i6th General Wheeler had 
another fight at Santa Rita, but no men- 
tion whatever was made of it.

On October 16th, General Wheeler was 
in another tight with a still stronger force 
of insurgents under the same insurgent 
commanders.

Here again no mention was made of 
General Wheeler, and yet the insurgent 
force engaged in these two fights was far

Octover 18th, firing took place with 
artillery and infantry commencing at 2:30 
in the morning of the 18th. 

October 19h, firing with ertillery and 
infantry during the early morning and at 
8 o'clock 2a. m. and from 1 to 2 v’clock 
p. m., 

October 20th, infantry 
bridge soon after daylight. 

In all these fights General Wheeler was 
promptly on the firing line and remainel 
there until the firing ceased. General 
Otis has made no mention of these fights.

General Wheeler was in the Bambaa 
fight and after the insurgents fled pur- 
sued them until ordered back by General 
MacArthur; of course his namewas not 
menticned. “He was then ordered to bring 
forward all the wagon trains and artillery 
of the troops commanded by General Mac- 
Arthur. This involved corduroying the 
wagon road and devising means to cross 
them throuech the deep river called the 
Cuicut, near Capas. By persona: labor

personally stood upon the river bank di- 
recting the unloading of nearly 200) 
wagons, and then by carefully replacing 
the load on the top of bamboo erfbbing 
which he had built on the wagon beds, 
he crossed the trains and artillery without 
the slightest loss or damage. This effort 
on his part enabled him to reach Capas 
With the trains a day before it was ex- 
pec-ed. General Otis was apparently 
pleased. This work was done by Wheel- 
er on November 12th, and on November 
13th General Otis cabled to Washington as 
follows: 

“By ¢reat labor MacArthur succeeded 
im- getting forward to Capas yesterday 
all artillery and quartermaster transpor- 
tation.’’ 

General Wheeler’s name was not in any 
Way mentioned in connection wth chs 
work. It is true that General Wheeler 
did this work in yursuance to General 
MacArthur’s orders, but it is also true 
that he was compelled by General Mac- 
Arthur’s orders to halt the trains and his 
entire com mard from 4:30 in the morning 
unti] daylight so as to cnable General 
MacArthur to pass with his cavalry es- 
cort and headquarters wagons. And it is 
also true that General Wheeler acceom-. 


the tollowing order from General 
Arthur: 

“No effort should be made to -cross 
wagons over the Cuteut until the move- 
ment can be made without damaging any 
of the stores, that is to say until 
floors of the \eagon boxes and carts can 
pass without being submerged.” 

During tne next week by force, energy 
and determination he had the railroad 
repaired, brought up provisions and ma- 
terials for the army, and in a single night 
placed 114,000 pounds of the provisions 
over a deep water ccurse three and one- 
half miles north of Tarlac. By working 
night and day, often immersed in water, 
he accomplishel this work two days ear- 
lier than expected, 

Afterwards on November ZIst’ General 
Wheeler was erdered to proceed against 
the enemy at San Miguel de 


by 1,0 insurgents. <A previous expedi- 
tion had turned back reporting the road 
impassable, General Whecler and his 
conimand swam four rivers, waded mud 
and mire two feet deep and entered the 
town, the enemy retiring before him. 
Otis Mentions Other Officers. 

Tie made other expeditions to towns in 
hills of the mountains of western 
Luzon, but none of this service has b-2en 
mentioned by Otis. All this would not 
be So unaccountable were it not that Gen- 
eral Otis’s cablegrams to Washington are 
filled with the names of othe: cfficers, 
some of them being revorts of changes 
of station and’ many of them being with 
regard to matters less ilnportant than 
much of General Wheeler's service. 

The -fcregoing statements are taken 
from or based upon oilficial reports. My 
purpose is to show General Wheeler's 
friends ihat to say the least General 
Wheeler has been active and efficient in 
his service in the Philippines. 

It will be recalled that one of the com- 
plaints of the newspaper correspondents 
in Manila which they mentioned in their 
famous cable letter from Hong Kong was 
that General Otis refused to allow them 
to send certain cables which commended 
certain officers, the genera! saying that 
he was the ore to make the heroes of this 
war. The opinion here is that General 
Otis does not desire to aid in giving any 
credit to General Wheeler.

Chief Manly Had Overpaid Two Men

Association Laid Resolution on Ta- 
ble—Did Not Think Payment 
Was Authorized Ly Charter. 


The Police Relief Association held a 
meeting yesterday morning, and one fea- 
ture of the session developed into a sen- 
sation. 

This feature was a resolution Which 
had come from the chief of police, and 
was in the nature of a request that the 
Relief Association pay out of its ex- 
chequer moneys which had been paid to 
patrolmen who had been discharged af- 
ter they had overdrawn their accounts 
with the city. 

The association had never before been 
confronted with such a question of re- 
lief. 

Vo Show just what a situation the asso- 
ciation was placed in, it is necessary to 
give a short history of some police de- 
partment matters, 

Last December, just prior to Christmas, 
it was decided to pay off the police force 
in advance in order that the men might 
be a little flush quring the holidays. Af- 
ter this Santa Claus act, and before the 
month was out, two patrolmen were 
dropped from the roll. 

In checking up the payroll on January 
Ist, the chief of police ascertained that 
he had overpaid both of the discharged 
men, one in the sum of $7, and the other 
in the sum of $14. 

Yesterday morning the Police Relief 
Association met. ‘the association has 
been organized for the purpose of giv- 
ing reliet to its members in cases of sick- 
ness and death. 

A communication was found on the ta- 
ble from the chief, and when it was read 
it was a resolution in which the associa- 
tion would bind itself to pay the $21 over- 
paid by Chief Manly to the two dis- 
charged patrolmen. 

In paying off the entire force before the 
regular pay day in December, the chief 
had taken the responsibility upon him- 
self in order that his men might be ina 
financial position to handsomely do the 
Santa Claus act.

CONSTITUTION REACHED CUBA FIRST 


The Bishop Refused To Make Any 
Statement as to the Purchase of 
Church Property in Ha- 
vana—The Object of 
His Trip. 


Bishop Warren A Candler, of the Meth- 
odist church, reached Atlanta yesterday 
morning at an early hour from Havana, 
whem negotiations, under his direction, 
are going forward for the purchase of 
a site for a Methodist church at the Cu- 
ban capital. The trip to Havana, Ma- 
tanzas and back to Atlanta occupied lit- 
ile over two weeks, and Bishop Candler, 
although much pleased with the general 
progress of the work on the island, was 
somewhat exhausted after the long jour- 
ney. 

One of the principal objects of the visit 
was to attend the Methodist conference 
held last week at Matanzas, and Bishop 
Candler stated that this gathering was 
one of the most enthusiastic he had ever 


: attended. 


The preparation for the conference at 
Matanzas had been made by Rev. Mr. 
Baker, the local representative of the 
Methodist church at that place, and 
nearly all Methodist ministers located 
in the western part of the island were on 
band. 

“In addition tto these,’ said Bishop 
Candler, ‘‘we had Rey. Ricardo Elizari 
with us. He was, until recently, a Cath- 
olic priest in Cuba. While in Cuba I as- 
signed him to the place of assistant in 
the Santa Clara district.’’ 

Constitution Got to Cuba First. 
The well-known purpose of the Metho- 
dist church south to take charge of the 
work in Cuba, and the object of Bishop 
Candler’s trip (that of selecting a site 
for a church in Havana) which was 
stated in The Constitution on the bishop's 
departure, was read in Havana before 
Bishop Candler’s arrival. ‘‘The Consti- 
tution’s article got there before I did,” 
said Bishop Candler, ‘‘and as a result the 
price of property seemed to go up. As to 
to the selection of the Havana property, I 
will have ng whatever to say for 
publicati in the future.”’ 

: d, however, that Bishop 
Candler was compelled to carry on his 
negotiations through third and#fourth 
parties, and so far it ig believed no se- 
lection has been made. : 

“You can gay for me,” he stated; ‘‘that 
the work for the Methodist church on the 
island is progressing finely, and we have 
done all we could reasonably have ex- 
pected to do. The field, of course, is a 
large one. In fact, few people seem to 
have any conception of the proportion 
of Cuba and the possibilities which al- 
most stare you in the face there.” 

“When do you expect to go back to the 
isjland?’’ the bishop was asked. 

“IT have no idea in the world, I am sure. 
I may never go back. You Know more 
about that than I do.’’ 

With the erection of a Methodist church 
in Havana, the work for Methodism on 
the island will have begun in earnest, al- 
though there are unmistakable signs of 
progress there already. A large amount 
has been raised, principally through the 
personal efforts of Bishop Candler, to 
purchase a gite in Havana, and the bish- 
Op confidently expected to close the 
transaction upon his last visit to Cuba. 

As is generally known, the Methodist 
church, north, has agreed to carry Meth- 
odism into Porto Rico, while the south- 
ern church hag accepted the responsibil- 
ity of the Cuban work. Under the di- 
rection of Bishop Candler the work is 
under way, and the first reports indicate 
unexpected success in the island.

SERIOUS ACCIDENT 
TO GAR CONDUCTOR 


P. E. York Hurled from His Car by 
One He Was Passing. 


PICKED UP UNCONSCIOUS 


Was Turning a Signboard When the 
Accident Occurred. 


HE FELL HEADFOREMOST INTO STREET 


Hospital Physicians Pronounce the 
Wound Serious, but Do Not Think 
It Will Necessarily Prove Fatal. 


While leaning from his car, turning ihe 
rear end signboard, P. E. York, con- 
oo Atlanta Railway and Pow- 

y, Was hurled into the street 
by another car passing in an opposite di- 
rection, last night about 8 o'clock, and 
he was taken up while unconscious and 
carried to the Gray hospital in the am- 
bulance, ; 

it was believed for a while that York 
was killed. but he recovered sufficiently 
from the effects of the blow to lead the 
hospital physicians to state that there 
was hope of his recovery. 

York was conductor on Car No. 63 and 
was making an outward trip. It is said 
to be the rules of the company for ail 
Sign boards to be changed only at each 
terminus of the lines, but for some rea- 
son York seems to have been engaged 
in the act of turning the rear sign board 
of Bis car more than a mile from the 
north end of the Peachtree line, upon 
which his car’ was making the trip. 

The car was on Peachtree, between Sev- 
enth and Eighth streets, when the ac- 
cident occurred. York had left the side 
of the motorman on the front end of the 
car only a few minutes. He went to the 
rear platform and stepping to the jieft 
side, reached out to turn the signboard. 
He was leaning from the car and in the 
right of way of cars on the other tracks. 

Car No. 25 was coming into the city. 
The motorman states that he noticed 
nothing unusual] about car No. 63. If the 
conductorewas in danger he was not able 
to see him, 

Before any one scarcely knew what 
had happened, car No, 25 struck Conduct- 
or York a blow, and he fell between the 
tracks, behind the car that had hurled 
him into the streets. Fortunately York 
did not fall so as to throw his body 
under the wheels, or he would probably 
have been instantly killed. 

When he was reached he was uncon- 
scious and those who were there first be- 
ieved him dead. 

The amnbulance was. sent for and he was 
conveyed to the hospital as quickly as 
possible. : 

A severe wound was found on his head, 
but the physicians did not think ihe 
skull had been fractured. The blow on 
the head, it is believed, was received 
when he fell upon the street pafement, 
ag it was hardly prebable that the car 
struck his head, 

He was still uncenscious when he 
reached the hospital and yemained so 
until a late hour last night. The physi- 
cians say there is a chance for him to 
recover, but the wound is of such a na- 
ture that some hours must elapse before 
a correct diagnosis can be made. 

York resides near the Glenn street car- 
shed. He has been employed by the 
company only about two months. He has 
a wife and children,

ENGINEER RAY WILL TESTIFY 


To Appear Before Commissioner Mc- 
Cord Voluntarily Tomorrow. 


ATTACHMENTS WITHDRAWN 


Damage Case in Catoosa Superior 
Court Was Continued and Ray’s 
Testimony Will Be Taken. 


Commissiorer Mark J. McCord was no- 
tified vesterday that the damage case of 
Mrs. George W. Vaughan against the 
Western and Atlantic company had been 
continued in the Catocsa superior court 
on account of the death of a near relative 
of one of the attorneys for tthe road, and 
that Er gineer John Ray would appear be- 
fore the commissioner tomorrow after- 
neon and take the stand that his testi- 
mony might be taken. 

Acting on this not!fication, Commission- 
er McCord has withdrawn the three at- 
tachments against the engineer, ahd the 
matter is now practically settled. 

This particular case is one of the most 
unique that has occured for some time 
and has aitracted considerable attention. 
Jchn Ray was considered an important 
witness in a damage suit to be tried in the 
superior court of Cetoosa county, and to 
get his testimony, it was necessary to 
have him appear before a commissioner 
authcrized to take the deposition. 

When put on the stand before the com- 
missioner he declined to answer any of 
the questions and was fined $35 and sen- 
tenced to serve five hours in the Tower 
for contempt. When the five hours were 
up a writ of habeas corpus, which had 
been taken out during the morning, pre- 
vented him from appearing again before 
the commissioner that day. 

He offered a satisfactory bond of $1,000, 
which was accepted by the sheriff. Early 
the next day the writ of habeas corpus 
was withdrawn, and the bond was conse- 
quently relieved. Efforts were made tv 
locate Engineer Ray, but without success. 
Three attachments had been issued for 
him and were in the hands of as many 
baliffs. 

He will now return of his own accord 
and give the testimony desired, which 
will be used when the case is again called 
in the Catoosa superior court.

Hon. Martin V. Calvin, of Richmond, 
has been appointed secretary of the Geor- 
gia State Agricultural Society to succeed 
Dr. Samuel Hape, of Hapeville, whose 
resignation ag secretary takes effect on 
February 15th. 

The appointment of the senior repre- 
sentative from Richmond by President J. 
Pope Brown was tendered by the latter 
without any previous understanding be- 
tween the two ami as a recognition of 
the valuable services to the farmers of 
Georgia rendered by Mr. Calvin both as 
a member of the legislature and as a 
progressive citizen of Richmond. D 

The term of office of Secretary Hape 
would have expired on February 15, 1901, 
and his successor will hold office unt! 
the next regular élection of the society. 

Hon. Martin V. Calvin in point of ser- 
vice was the oldest member of the last 
house of representatives as well as one 


of its recognized leaders. As chairman 
of the committee on rules the house man- 
aged under his direction to finish up a 
ealendar that nearly every one thought 
could not be completed jin the allotted 
fifty days. . 

On the floor and in the committee room 
he was regarded as the firmest friend 
and stanchest supporter of the agricul- 
turist to be found in the legislature. He 
showed a warm interest in tax reform 
in Georgia at the time the report of the 
special tax commission was made in the 
house, although he expressed objection 
to some features of the new measure 
which appeared to him to deal harshly 
with certain corporate interests. 

The re-election of Hon. Martin Calvin 
as one of the memberg from Richmond 
to the next legislature, should he offer 
for re-election, has been freely predicted 
by his friends.

wagon goes by a circuitous route, and 
has to pass through a series of mud holes, 
through which the horses and oxen flounder 
desperately to the intense discomfort and dis- 
may of riders and passengers. During my 
week's stay in the camp the wagon drawn by 
six steers essayed to cross, but twice turned 
back because the mud was too deep. Horses 
arrived in camp with passengers’ valises on 
each side of the saddle. The horses had to 
swim and as a consequence, saddle, valises and 
all had been well soaked, to the great chagrin 
and discomfort of the dwellers in tents who 
were impatiently awaiting the arrival of valises 
for a change of underwear. 

Many of the colonists, finding themselves so 
near their destination, and assured by the 
company’s publications that there was not an 
acre of swamp land on the whole of the estate, 
prepared for what they anticipated would bs 
a pleasant walk up to the camp, by putting on 
clean clothes and light walking shoes. A 
word of warning and suggestion at Nuevitas 
would have saved the colenists great incon- 
venience, discomfort and loss; but that word 
was not spoken, no hint was given to us about 
mud and water. We were left to make the 
discovery when too late to prepare for it. 

Concealment of awkward facts is not the 
most serious arraignment to be brought against 
the company. Absolute and inexcusable falsifi- 
cation must be laid to-their charge. For in- 
stance, in a circular issued from the com- 
pany’s New York office early last December it 
was stated that a sawmill capable of turn- 
ing out 20,000 feet of lumber,daily was ac- 
tually in operation at ‘*La Gloria.’” The fact 
is that sawmill is and has been ever since its 
arrival in the custom house at Nuevitas and 
the boiler is still on the quay at the same place. 
What. is more, there is little prospect of getting 
it to its destination within three months since 
it cannot possibly be hauled over the road from 
Port La Gloria in the present condition of that 
road, 

Another misstatement is wrapped up in the 
notice issued in the circular announcing the 
first excursion of the steamship Yarmouth. 
The colonists were informed that no ladies 
would be taken on the first trip, as the hotel— 
destined to be the finest one in Cuba—was not 
quite complete and fitted for the reception of 
ladies. Imagine our gurprise when we visited 
the site of the hotel to find no walls, no roof, 
no floor; this ‘‘finmest hotel in Cuba’’ was 
represented by 176 wooden piles placed in po- 
sition to receive the superstructure which we 
were given to understand was represented by 
the schooner load of lumber that came from 
Jacksonville, Fla., a few weeks ago and which 
is now lying on the custom house quay at 
Nuevitas. 

The condition of the survey is another point 
on which the statements off the company 
convey a grossly erroneous impression on the 
minds of tne colonists. For months previously 
the colonists had been told that the work of 
surveying was being pushed forward. A high- 
salaried ofticial has held the position of su- 
perintendent of survey; he has been assisted 
by a staff duly equipped with instruments and 
tools; the colonists consequently were greatly 
surprised to discover that the corps of survey 
has to show for its much-talked-of operations 
little more than a Clearance of about six 
feet wide of the main streetS on re west 
side of the town site. For more* than six 
months the company's literature has promised 
that colonists should select their land. The 
date for the selection was ultimately fixed to 
be on the arrival of the colonists by the first 
trip of the steamer Yarmouth. When these col- 
onists arrived there was not enough of the

When urged by the dis- 
appointed colonists to state the earliest pus- 
sible date at which the land allotment could 
be made, Mr. Peter E. Park, the general 
manager at this end, named February Ist. 
The company had announced the completion 
of a pier out into deep water at Port La 
Gloria. That pier was represented by a few 
piles without flooring until lumber was ,taken 
trom the scows on whic the colonists arrived 
and which was loosely laid down so that the 
passengers could walk ashore. 

The mismanagement has been so gross as 
to be perfectiy bewildering. How any sane 
man could have proceeded as the responsible 
officers have is -a problem that <still 
solution. The men down here are not idiots, 
they are sane and smart. ‘This fact is recog- 
nized by the colonists and has forced them 
to construct theories of their own. A large 
number of them find themselves explaining the 
extraordinary procedure of the Imanagers at 
this end as ‘‘a freeze out game.’’ Whether 
this be a correct theory or not must be a 
matter for individual judgment. <A good road 
to the camp is a first necessity; yet this has

At a time when provisions were 
short in camp four ox Wagons were employed 
four days at $i2 per day to haul 1,200 feet 
of lumber, three barrels of cement and one 
cot for the hotel. Perhaps this next fact will 
parallel it. The excursion being anticipated, 
seed, labor and implements for planting a 
vegetable garden were on the ground ten weeks 
before the excursionists arrived. The only 
thing wanting was instructions from the man- 
ager to make the garden. Those instructions 
were not given, consequently the commissa- 
| riat had not the valuable assistance a kitchen 
garden could have lent in feeding the colo- 
; nists. All provisions had to be carried through 
four miles of swamp on shoulders of men paid 
at the rate of 2 cents per pound.

Unless Definite Plans for a New De- 
pot Are Made Before December 
lst a Cement or Granitoid 
Floor Must Be Con- 
structed. 


According to an agreement arrived at 
between the board of health and the union 
depot officials yesterday, the unpleasant 
features connected with that structure are 
to be removed at once. 

The health authorities, in view of the 
fact that there is some prospect of the 
erection of a new depot at an early date, 
consented to give the railroad people until 
December ist before requiring them to 
put in the cement or asphalt floor, as 
they did not care to impose the heavy 
cost of such a floor upon the roads while 
there was a likelihood of the present 
depot being torn down. 

The depot officials, however, agreed to 
put the street crossings at each end of 
the structure in good condition at once 
and to make such repairs as are needed 
in the floor of the depot proper. 

A meeting was held in the office of Pres- 
ident George C. Smfth, of the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad, yesterday morning 
Representing the roads 
owning the depot were President Smith, 
for the Atlanta and West Point; General 
Passenger Agent C. E. Harman, for the 
Western and Atlantic; General Superin- 
tendent Theo. D. Kline, for the Central 
of Georgia, and General Agent S. E. Ma- 
gill, for the Georgia railroad. Burton 
Smith, Dr. B. W. Bizzell and Chief J. T. 
Lowry were present for the board of 
health. 

The members of the health board at 
its last meeting declared the depot a 
nuisance and a menace to health and by 
action called for its immedi- 
ate improvement. Chief Sanitary Inspect- 
Lowry made an investigation with 
Burton Smith and other members of the 
board and they decided tnat a new floor 
in the depot and considerable work on 
the street crossings at each end was 
necessary to put the depot in a thoroughly 
condition.. The depot officials 
were notified of the conclusions of the 
board and they decided that a new floor 
day morning that all the railroads inter- 
ested in the ownership of the depot might 
be consulted.
